REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Deerfield School Board: 


Herewith I have the honor of presenting my second 
annual school report. Whatever I advocate is because of 
a sincere desire to add a little momentum to the clogged 
wheel of progress. 

Your teachers this year are the same in all the schools 
except two, namely: at the Parade, and at West Deerfield. 
Miss Forbes of the Parade is a teacher of several years’ 
experience. Miss Parshley who taught at West Deerfield 
during the fall term taught for the first time. Miss Annie 
Hammond who is filling the position now has nearly two 
years of previous experience. 

I have given Deerfield a fair share of my ee and 
done what I could to promote whatever progress has been 
possible under the existing circumstances. 

All your buildings have cross lights. Some of them are 
not even provided with workable curtains. The Parade 
school is the most conspicuous example. Children try 
to study for hours at a time with the sun lheht directly 
in their eyes. In some of your schools children drink 
water out of an uncovered pail, and out of a common 
dipper. Your schools are in immediate need of more 
text books, maps, dictionaries, reference books, and a 
good selection of supplementary reading for children to 
use during their spare moments. Every child should 
have the privilege of an individual copy of all the texts 
used in his grade, without being forced to share his book 
with some one else. Give a child interesting reading and 
plenty of it, and no worry will be necessary about his 
acquiring the art of reading. Once kindle his interest, 
and his ambition will burst forth with a glorious flame. 

One of the things which has ever stimulated and 
raised scholarship is the giving of prizes for excellence 
in specific subjects, and general scholarship. The Deer- 


a3) 


field people would be doing a great deal to promote 
excellence in school work, by giving money to establish 
a fund for this purpose, or perhaps make small private 
gifts of money every year to secure the prizes. The best 
time to present the prizes would be at graduation. The 
superintendent should be very much pleased to hear from 
citizens who may become interested in the suggestions. 
If this plan should materialize, the money could be kept 
in a bank, in charge of a permanent treasurer appointed 
by the school board. 

It goes without saying that every thing which is worth 
while costs time, money and effort. It also goes without 
saying that we could do without many things mentioned 
and apparently save money. But let me emphasize the 
word apparently. Being penny wise and pound foolish 
never brought prosperity. Without education and train- 
ing resulting from expenditures involved, we should not 
be progressive and prosperous. We must invest before 
we can share dividends. 

I respectfully urge the school committee to meet with 
the superintendent and adopt definite plans for the better- 
ment of your schools. I also urge every voter in the 
Deerfield school district to open his heart and his purse 
in order to make his schools proper institutions for the 
teaching of future American citizens.
